The Empress of Russia An* 
Bounces an Understanding 
with England, 


The Heathen Chinee is getting pretty 
roughly handled by Congress. The immi­ 
gration of the Chinese to this country has 
been a question which bas occasioned con - 
siderable thought tor some time. The 
matter was brought before Congress, and 
on Monday both the Senate and the House 
Committees on Education 
and Labar, 
agreed to report bills against such immi­ 
gration. The main point of the bills Is that 
it shall be a misdemeanor, for any master 
or owner of a vessel to bring more than fif­ 
teen Chinese passengers, male or female, to 
the United States alter the first of January, 
1870. Thoro is to be a flue imposed of one 
hundred dollars on every emigrant over 
the number of fitteen landed on any one 
trip.

ANOTHER PROMINENT SUICIDE. 


Milwaukee became excited on Sunday 
by tho report that John M. Hinckley a 
professional gentleman and a prominent 
citizen of that place had committed suicide 
by drowning. 
Ile disappeared on Satur­ 
day evening and his body has n it been 
found. 
Hinckley had somewhat of an in­ 
teresting and a checkered carcer. 
Ile was 
at one time assist ani attorney general of 
the United States, was a m in of considera­ 
ble ability, and was ex-editor of the Mil­ 
waukee News. 
He was a politician of 
some prominence, but in his later years did 
not act with discretion. 
Pecuniary m is­ 
fortune overtook him. 
He became melan­ 
choly, his mind wandered, and as a matter 
of course he joined the Greenback party, 
and finally found perm icent relief only in 
sell-destruotiou. Tho evening Wisconsin 
states the* truth whee it says that “ when a 
m an’s mind is tottering, and his pockets 
are empty, and he feels the sharp stings of 
being thrown out OI steady employment, 
the seductive theory that the government 
can remedy Dearly all our commercial and 
social evils, by the issuing of a paper cur­ 
rency adiantum, is enough to render such 
a man totally crazy. 
The ballast of the 
mind has gone and the wildest ol all de­ 
lusions, that of the Greenback, has taken 
possession of him. liut Mr. Hinckley could 
not persuade the people to adopt his the­ 
ories, and that disappointment, together 
with his domestic anxieties, has wrecked 
this worthy man.'' 
His history as given by the press of 
Milwaukee, shows how some men of abili­ 
ty,w Uh good start in life,of excellent appor 
tunitics, are dtoomcd to disappointment, 
misfortune, ani want. A considerable por­ 
tion ol his life was spent in Washington, 
and while there he wrote some articles for 
the Evening Wisconsin which were ad­ 
mirably well written and attracted much 
attention. Recently he was employed on 
the 
editorial 
Buff 
of 
the 
News, 
but the Wisconsin says “his tone was too 
high for the average Dem >crut, and there­ 
fore could cot be called a popular editor.” 
Not being able lo obtain a monied interest 
in that paper he quit his edilonol position, 
and began the practice of the law. His wife, 
of whom he was jealous, is a niece of the 
Confederate G eneral Joseph E. Johnston. 
During their stay in Washington, they 
lived well, but Hinckley's income wafted 
away, he could Had no steady employment, 
he became socrly troubled over his domes­ 
tic ad airs, and this coupled with his finan­ 
cial reverses,drove him to the commission 
of suicide. His wife and children are liv­ 
ing at Knoxville, Tennessee.

N ew Y o r k , May 4, 1373. 
Daring the past week thu business lu seed leaf 
has been moderately active. As we have held for 
some time, the demana for '76 Pennsylvania be­ 
gins to increase rapidly and better figures are be­ 
ing paid. The old stock of all grades is dimin- 
tsking very fast, and it is but natural that prices 
are asawnlng an upward tendency. Besides this, 
the reports ol tne new '77 Pennsylvania crop 
sound differently than at the commencement of 
the season. Our computation of me yield of the 
crop at 35,000 cases was nearly correct, all author­ 
ities agreeing that the crop will not reach 40,000 
cases, of which 10,000 are of each inferiority that 
only by an export demand can they be disposed 
of. This, with a small but good Connecticut crop 
for home consumption, and Ohio and Wisconsin 
crops, in size not unusual, makes the total tobac­ 
co yield of '77 co larger than prcvlons crops. 
Therefore the cry of “too much tobacco” has no 
foundation in fact. More rapid purchases and 
better prices for the crops remaining in farmers’ 
hands bear us out. Export remains quiet, and 
but IOO cases of Ohio wrappers, at IO cents, were 
•old.
